When It was lirst made, the set 
tiers on theseacoast had a vague Idea 
of the rich mountain country In 
which we now live, and believed that 
they were too rugged to explore. One 
of the favorite fallacies of those 
days was that the snow never melted 
in the summer time on these hills. 

Up until comparatively modern 
times, tlie most authentic accounts 
or the mountains and tlie lands west 
of them were the reports of the Jes¬ 
uits who went there as missionaries 
to the Indians. 

When the Iroquois had become 
firmly established as a nation, the 
land drained by the Ohio river from 
the great lakes to the Ohio, was hel«» 
by a powerful tribe of Indians known 
as the Krles but tliey are constantly 
referred to as the Cat Nation, because 
their tribal sign was that of the pan¬ 
ther. This Is the tribe of whom it 
was reported by a priestly voyaguer, 
that he floated down one of the rivers 
In the State of Ohio without ever 
being out of sight of a corn field. 

Up to tire year 1053, the Iroquois 
had a treaty of peace with this nation 
which was renewed at stated times 
with Imposing ceremonies. Thai 
year, thirty ambassadors appeared at 
the council lodge of the Iroquois for 
the purpose of continuing the treaty. 

When they had arrived, and befort 
the meeting, a dispute arrose, and 
one of the ambassadors killed an Iro 
quols chief. Whereupon the Iroquois 
arose and killed all but five of the 
visitors, and war broke out between 
the nations, and lasted for three 
years. 

The end of the war came In 1656, 
at which time 1800 Iroquois appeared 
before a fort in tlie Cat ^Nation and 
demanded that It surrender to save 
carnage, for the Invading chief told 
them that it was useless to resist for[®* town for a time, 
tlie Master of Life fought for them.
